Paris Hints 
Tunis Force 
Withdrawal 


Government Seeks 
To Ease Tensions, 
Negotiations Asked

PARIS (AP)—Diplomatic sourc- 


es in close touch with the French 
government said today a rede- 
ployment of French forces in Tu- 
nisia would be undertaken to ease 
tension there. 


Whether this means withdrawal 


of troops from the disputed area 
of Remada could not be learned 
immediately. In this area, French 
and Tunisian forces have engaged 
in intermittent fighting for the 
past four days. French 
forces 


have attempted to maneuver out 
of the restricted area to which 
they have been confined ever 
since the bombing of the Tunisian 
town of Sakiet Sidi Youssef by 
planes from Algeria last Feb. 8. 
' Would Continue Talks 


The French made it clear to 


President Habib Bourguiba, it 
was learned authoritatively today, 
that they desire to continue nego- 
tiations on redeployment of the 
troops. Periodically, Bourguiba 
has demanded withdrawal of all 
the 22,000 French troops from Tu 
nisia. In recent weeks he has 
agreed to a concentration of the 
forces in the vicinity of the big 
naval base at Bizerte. 


Jean-Pierre Benard, the French 


charge d'affaires in Tunis, re- 
turned to his post Sunday with 
new instructions from Paris. He 
immediately went into conference 
with Bourguiba. 


Reports from Tunis indicated 


Bourguiba had issued something 
akin to an ultimatum: That the 
troops must be withdrawn from 
the outlying posts and concentrat 
ed around Bizerte. If he did make 
such a demand, he clearly modi- 
fied it later in conversations with 
Benard. 


France and

Caught between two devils and 
PWO deep blue seas. The French 


know that any dramatic conces 
sion to Bourguiba may provoke 
the ones they call the hotheads in 
Algeria to attempt cither a puni 
live raid into Tunis, or even a re 
occupation. 


Such a gesture, it is felt cer- 


tain, would bring down the wrath 
of the Uniled Nations on France 
and the whole affair would be in 
ternationalized. France wants to 
avoid that at any cost. 


But they must make some con 


ciliatory gestures to Bourguiba to 
permit him to pacify the hotheads 
in his own party. Some of these 
are eager to push Tunisia fully in 
to the fray, alongside Algeria's 
rebels.

An analysis of Federal Reserve 


figures by Fortune 
magazine, 


which aims largely at manage- 
mcnt readership, says that total 
salary payments to white collar 
workers has increased at a much 
faster pace than thc more publi- 
cized ones to blue collar produc- 
tion workers. 


The figures cited show that non 


production personnel — engineers, 
scientists, draftsmen, administra- 
tive workers —'have increased 60 
per cent in the last ten years and 
(heir salaries have gone from one 
fourth of the total manufacturing 
labor costs then to one third now. 


The cited figures record their 


salary payments as rising 37 per 
cent in the last four years while 
wage payments to the bluc'collar 
workers have averaged seven per 
cent. 


Productivity, or unit cost, is the 


measure of goods produced per 
man hour of labor. On the basis 
of production worker man hours, 
productivity has risen at an annu- 
al rate of 3.7 per cent in the last 
10 years. But add in the salaric.' 
of non production workers and 
productivity .has risen at the an- 
nual rate'of 2.9 per cent.

THE RECENT announcement by 


Gov. C. William O'Neill of Ohio that he 
would ask that state's legislature to en- 
act a strong law banning billboard's on 
Ohio's part of the new Interstate Free- 
way System focuses attention on a prob- 
lem that each state will have to face in 
the near future. The Federal Highwsy 
Act of 1956 offers a bonus of one half 
of one per cent in federal highway 
funds -to states as an inducement to 
keep billboards off the system.

ECE has been working on East

years. Its principal usefulness so 
far has' been in collecting tho 
only statistics on Russian trade 
with its satellites nnd the free 
world.

Old, New Testaments 
Historically Correct 


BALTIMORE (AP),-Dr. Wil- 


liam Foxwell Albright of Johns 
Hopkins University is now con- 
vinced that the Old and New 
Testaments are substantially ac- 
curate historically. . 


Not unusual for a man who at- 


tends a Presbyterian church? Per- 
haps not. But it represents quite 
• turnabout for Dr. Albright. 


"In 1919," he said, /'when I 


went to Palestine for the first 
time. 1 was quite radical. Like 
many other scholars at that time. 
I thought the Bible was relatively 
worthless historically." 


His former outlook was eroded 


away by years of research that 
result in 500 books, pamphlets and 
lectures, and dozens of archeolo- 
gical excavations in Palestine, 
Arabia and other Mideast coun- 
tries. 


Now, 
he is ending a 42-year 


teaching career at Hopkins. He 
was interviewed after he had 
given his last scheduled classroom 
lecture. 


Dr. Albright, 66. is president of 


the International Organization of 
Old Testament Scholars. His list 
of works, honorary degrees and 
memberships is so long that 
"Who's Who in America" cuts it 
short, referring to more in an 
earlier volume. 


He is perhaps best known for 


the work on the Dead Sea scrolls 
done under his direction. Multi- 
lingual, his Palestinian Arabic 
cannot be distinguished from a 
native's. 


Dr. Albright is admittedly tired 


of lecturing to students. But he is 
definitely not tired of scholarly 
labor. 


For one thing, he plans to or- 


ganize an international congress 
at Oxford University next year in 
connection with the Old Testa- 
ment organization he heads. 


He also will write the first vol- 


ume of a scries of books by many 
authors on the Jewish religion. In 
addition, he expects to give occa- 
sional lectures, write articles and 
possibly serve a? adviser to future 
archeological expeditions. 


As he put it. "I svant to spend 


the rest of my life working my 
head off."

In 1956. the United Stales im- 


ported 64,140 West German motor 
vehicles. Last year the figure was 
nearly double: 114,136. 


The figure has been doubling 


annually since 1955 and Germans 
are hoping the same thing will 
happen this year and the next, 
and the next. Recent Detroit dec- 
larations that American autos will 


be even bigger next year have not 
done anything to dampen the Ger- 
man's hopes. 
"We believe Americans are turn- 
ing to smaller cars because they 
want to save money," says a 
spokesman for the West German 
Auto Industry Assn.

No Frost Damage 
Reported So Far 
In Appalachian Belt 


WINCHESTER, Ca.. (AP) -Not 


a bumper crop, but average to 
a little above. That's the story 
ou hear most up and down the 
our state Appalachian apple belt. 
Virginia, West Virginia, Mary- 
and and Pennsylvania produce an 
average crop of 20,757,000 bushels. 
Apple circles say it looks, like 
average production this year, or 
possibly just a little above. 


Last year the belt produced 20,- 


270,000 bushels. 


Growers who care for their crops 


properly are expected to have good 
quality apples. There has been no 
rost damage. 


Conditions Favorable 


This makes for gond quality.and 
i good finish. Good foliage add 
o these qualities. - And there's 
plenty of good foliage in the wake 
of heavy spring rains. 


Though they make ideal grow- 
ng conditions, the rains have given 
rise to some concern over pollina- 
tion of some varieties. This ap 
plies particularly to some late fal 
varieties in the southern part of 
.he belt, as rain fell during the 
blooming period. 


But the picture is not completely 


clear. Apple circles indicate that 
pollination has been the detcrmin- 
ng factor between an average to 
good crop and bumper production 


still too early to be fully ac 


curate in assessing crop prospects 


Good Bloom 


In West Virginia sources at the 


University experiment station at 
Kearneysvillc say there was a 
moderate to good bloom. They adc 
.here were relatively poor condi 
:ions for pollination and fruit ye 
3Ut prospects are for an "average 
to good" crop. 


Staymans are reported setting 


the poorest in West Virginia. Yorks 
arc not setting as good as normal 
ly, but a good crop is expected 
Delicious, on the other hand, arc 
reported set very well. The same 
is true of Rome and Golden DC 
licious. 


West Virginia produces an aver 


age of 4,072,000 bushels. Last year 
production was 5,000.000. 


West Virginia had 12,000 bushels 


in storage at the end of April 
compared with 37.000 at the cnc 
of March and 4,000 at the end o 
April. 1957.
